Malta Transformed From a Barren
Rock to a Tropical Garden.

SOME PECULIAR LAND-MAKING.

Infinite Patience Displayed in Husbandry
by the Natives,

PEASANT HOMES AXD ENVIRONMERT

rCORRESPONDENCE OF THE DISPATON,Y

CHIoGGIA, ITALY, March 8 —Looking
back from within the environment of the
fisher folk of the Adriatic, and even with
the fair domes and minarets of Venice in
view acrosa the opaline waters of the flash-
ing lagoons, the peasantry of Malta are, to
my eyes, set in a fair and sunny perspective.
They are thrifty and virfuous; loyal and
loving; kindly and pious; patient and good.
There is not aland under the sun where
natural conditions have been so bravely
overcome, and where original sterility has
been so transformed into permanent fruit-
falness and luxurisnce. Nearly the entire
faoe of Malta was originally a barren desert
rock. Save upon & minor portion of its
western slope, and within the tiny gardens
of the rich, when Charles V. gave it to the
XKnights of St. John, there was not natural
soil enough upon the island in which to
bury the dead.

Perhaps that may account for Mal-
ta’s thonsands of rock-hewn tombs found in
eatacombs beneath towns, out in ali accessi-
ble rocky ledges and projections, or even
sunk in surface levels as T have found them.
And yet to-day there is much aptitude in
the boast of the Maltese that their island of
gtone is the Fiore del Mondo, or ‘Flower of
the World;” for it actually supports, from
the prodncts of the soil it ponemsi a
greater population in proportion to its in-
significant Area than can elsewhere be found
outside of China and Japan.

A Work of Great FPatlence,

The acoretion of this soil during the 360
years between the arrival of the Knights
and the present day has been a work of eon-
servation of trifles majestie In its miserli-
ness and patiencd, and is without parallel in
economic history. The incorrect statement
has been made t Malta's entire soil has
been brought in ship-loads from Siecily.
Some of it has been. But it bas been chiefly
brought from all quarters of the globe,
There is no such thing as waste in Malta
The shell of ‘an egg, the chaff paekings of
merchandise, the entrails of fish, the swee
ings of ships” decks and debris from their
holds, even the exuvm of birds, are all
treasured, and these in other lands infi-
nitely little and despised things, with the
curious method of year by year creating
literally creating rod by rod, a tiny addi-
tional pateh of cultivable land, out of the
very rock of the island’s face, has at last
given Malta its splendid luxuriance.

Singularly, too, it is practically all hid-
den from sifht. You can find it but you
cannot see it in the general view. There are
few points in the entire island where from
the highways your eyes ean rest upon an
thing but rock. The road before you, the
walls beside yon, the house walls and roofs
wherever discernible, are all of stone.
There are places in Cornwall where, tor a
thousand years, the earth has been disem-
boweled for tin, and every prospect is upon
ridges of stone, blanched mine refuse and
upturned rock. I often thought of this as I
tramped along the Maltese highwa
Everywhere one looks it isas thougha
surging ses had suddenly been transformed
by miracle of petrifaction into ridges and
dikes of pale saffrony stone. The glare of a
midsummer sun upon suclﬁa landseape or
rockscape must be blinding Indeed.

Ipcessant Labor of the Peasantry.

This has all come about in the terracing
and diking ot the uneven surface of the
island, through the infinite patience and
labor of the Maltese peasantry sinoce the
Kauights with the monks of their time
taught them how *‘oil might be made to
flow from rocks and honey sucked ifrom the
very stone,”” as 1 have heard them tell in
their almost plaintive Arab chants, which
they are always half crooning and half sing-
ing when engaged in any manner of labor.

Nine-tenths of all the coltivated lands in
Malta have been made by actually breaking

with pickaxes the surface of the rock to

against this most im-
portant of sll times with the t ten-
ant. To thus reclaim and e avsilable
ancther half, or fourth, or a tenth of an
acre is the proudest aot of the Maltese peas-
ant’s life. He has less pride in his wife,
his children or his animals. No peasant
farmer owns his own land.

Holdings areinearly all under short, gen-
erally eight-year, leases; but there are a
mumber of 90 and 100 years leases, giving a
virtual ownership. These tinyfMaltese farms
are very small. A few eomprise aa manyas
five sulmas, or about 21 acres. The most are
from one to threesalmas And I know of
many with no more than three mondelli or
less than an eighth of an acre land in each.
The reutals for these, with all repairs and
improvements &t the cost of the peasant
tenant, range from $5 to $20 per acre.

Gnug and Ficturesque homos,

These structures are usually very low, oc-
easionally two low stories, but oftener one,
and always after the Moorish style of ex-
tending four, or at least three, sides around
the open court.

I have
often seen them so small that memnbers of
the same family could almost join hands

Wooden Furniture to Bs Seen.

Owing to the scarcity of wood upon the
island hardly & wooden implemeut or arti-
cle of furniture can be seen. BSettles of
stone are common. In many farm homes I
found stone slabs utilized as tables, and in
others the same set securely into the walls
of rooms for bunks or beds. Window panes
are few, as the light from the sky through
the open courts, and the tiny and infrequent
windows a foot sqare are all sufficient. -

Perhaps the most curious objects to be
found In these Maltese t homes is
what m{ be termed their stoves. The
Maltese literally have no firesides They re-

uvire no artificial heat, and all their cook-

ng—which is restricted to bread made of
wheat and barley meal something of the con-
sistency of a Scotch *“‘bannock,” fish which
is
table stews in which are stirred scant shreds
of cured fish or scanter bits of bacon for
seasoning—is done upon a portable stone
stove shaped like a jar, snd resembling in
ey ing but color a tinner’s ordinary

furnace in which his soldering irons
are heated. Most of these are of home con-
struction, cut out of any handy block of
stou%wth rude handles earved near the
top; but some are of delff ware and more
capacious and shapely. They can be car-
ried about, and the housewife can mind her
cooking, if she likes, while st any drudgery
of the house or fields,

The home and neighborhood life of these
folks is not as colorful as that of the Italidn
and Spanish peasantry. They are docile,
ealm, contented, ambitions only to thrive,
and with & burning desire amounting often
to a passion tobe better tenants than their
predecessors, They rise and go to bed with
the sun. - If belated at night no friendly
evening candle light will guide the wan-
derer to a fireside.

Weird Mauosle of the Home,

The music of the guitar and mandelin
alone would disclose the presence of this
half Arab home. For a littla time after the
night has fallen and the stars shine out the
husbandman may sit and ‘croon his weird
strange chants. The wife sits by him with
folded hands and closed eyes, occasionally
venturing & minor note. The lads and lassies
thrum the stringed instruments. But they
are only those there who belong in that one
home.

There is no rustic ecourtship in Malta
save of the sheepeyes sort along the Sab-
bath and Saints days’ lanes as they all re-
pair together for mass at the casals or vil-
: Then the women wear the fal-
detta or black cloaklike scarf. The hered-
itary custom is to eover the face w'th this
But they do not until afler they sre wed
and are mothers, which is often at 13 and 14
years of age.

There are no curious conditions here pro-
ceeding marriage except that the lover must
be able to rent a bit of ground and purchase
a donkey and two goats or sheep, as the
milk of the island is turnished by the latter
animals; and he must solemnly pledge that
he will never deprive his betrothed the life
right of attendnnce at the festivals of St
Peter-Paul's, St. John and St. Gregory,
which are respectively celebrated at Citia
Veechia, Valetta and Casal Zeitun, And
this is not muech to ask by a pretty woman
who never wears shoes, is never from Lome
on any other oceasion, who holds her pic-
turesque household bravely together, and
who, before she is 40 years of sge and often
& grandmother, will hear her husband all
the way from a dozen to two-score happy,
hopeful progeny.

TWO NEW FIFTH SAND PRODUCERS.

They Are East and South of Noblestown,
and Are SBhowing Good.

OTHERS ARE DUE T0-DAY AND MORDAY

There were some surprises in the McDon-
ald field yesterday.
